8.5 
mills, which produced a revenue of 
$40,365.00 on land assessed at the 
value of $4,2626,565.00. In 1934 and 
1935 the mill rate'was reduced to C.5 
mills and in 1936 it was further reduc¬ 
ed to 5 mills. During the yeafs from 
1932 to 1935 the municipality was 
able, by careful handling of their 
funds, to not only reduce the mill rate 
as given but to pay to the banks and 
machine companies a total of $74,738.- 
14 in principal and interest. At De¬ 
cember 31st, 1935, the municipality^ 
vas clear of bank and machine com¬ 
pany debts foy the first time in fifteen 
years. 

Some interesting figures on the ar¬ 
rears of taxes are given herewith: 

The uncollected taxes as at Decem¬ 
ber 31st, 1937 amounted to $268j)45.15. 
This figure includes all unpaid taxes 
jut does not include any changes for 
-ted grain. 41.35 per cent, of the land 
in the municipality has the taxes paid 
in full to the end of 1937. 5.6 per cent, 
of the land owes for 1937 only and 3.9 
oer cent, of the land owes for 1936 and 
1937. In round figures, approximate¬ 
ly 50 per cent, of the land in the dis¬ 
trict owes 96 per cent, of the uncollec:- 
ed taxes, which works out to about 
$400.00 per quarter section on a'l 
land§ in arrears for more than two 
years. 

Approximately 20 per cent, of the 
land in the district is under tax con¬ 
solidation. 

At the present time about 30 per 
' ent. of all the land in the district 
would be subject to tax sale.

Old Age Pension 
To Almost 10,000 

Dominion Government Car- 
'ries 75% Payment 

A total of $2,049,54!}^was paid out 
to old-age pensioners in Alberta dur¬ 
ing the year 1937, according to the 
annual report of the department ta¬ 
bled in the legislature by Hon. Solon 
Low, provincial treasurer. 

No less than $61,617 was paid to Al¬ 
berta pensioners resident in other 
provinces during the year. 

The Dominion government’s share 
of the total cost amounted to $1,511,- 
343 representing 75 per cent, of the 
total amount. 

Albeita had 9,755 old-age pension¬ 
ers on its roll at the end of the year, 
the report showed, representing a net 
Increase of 757 during the year. The 
maximum amount of pension paid, $20 
per month is received by 6,736 pen¬ 
sioners while 3,01ft receive less than 
the maximum amount. 

New applications for -pensions to¬ 
talled 2,134 during^ the year and of 
' this number, 389 were still awaiting 
final decision at the end of the year. 
In all 1,625 new pensions were auth¬ 
orized during the 12-months’ period, 
while 782 pensioners were removed 
from the lists by death in 1937. 

F.dmonton heads the list of cities in 
the province with 1,061 pensioners 
while Calgary is next with 1,056. 
J.ethhridge has 190 cases, Medicine 
Hat 186, Wetaskiwin 51, Red Deer 24, 
and Drumheller 14. The remainder 
are scattered around towns, villages 
and rural districts throughout the 
province. Seven new pensioners be¬ 
tween the ages of 90 and 100 were 
added to the list during the year. 

Archibalo Bremner, 87-year-old 
resident of Dewinton district, died ir 
Calgary, Feb. 18. He was a veteran of 
the Riel Rebellion, and had home¬ 
steaded on Pine Creek in 1883. 


jThe World of Wheat 


By H.G.L. Strange, Director^. 
Sesearch Dept., Searle Grain 
Company, Ltd. 

The International Wheat Advisory 
Committee has made another forecast 
to the effect that “If the present acre¬ 
age of wheat in the world should be 
maintained, and if the yield per acre 
in every country should be normal, and 
if the demand for wheat should remain 
as low as it is at present, then on 
August 1st, 1940, there would be a 
huge surplus of wheat in the world of 
1,370 million bushels.” 

Has this forecast founded upon so 
many "ifs” any value, I have been 
asked? My reply is that it is not a 
forecast at all, but simply a mere 
guess. 

It is true that it all might occur, but 
actually no onJ can tell, for any such 
orediction depends upon a knowledge 
of future yields per acre, which yields 
are governed by future weather, and 
meteorologists tells us that no one 
’an accurately forecast the weather 
more than a few’ hours ahead. 

Guessing the future, as a rule, is a 
harmless pastime. The sadness Is, 
however, that whenever the Interna¬ 
tional Wheat Committee makes its 
'ong-range gloomy guesses the market 
liecomes unsettled, the price of wheat 
tends to fall, and so the producer is 
harmed. 

In 193.7 the same committee made 
much the same guess, and proved to 
he absolutely and entirely wrong! 

The following factors have tended 
to raise price—Consumption in U.S. 
50 million larger than usual; Italian 
winter wheat acreage cut by 10 per 
cent; Portugal buys Australian,-Ar¬ 
gentine and U.§. wheat; official Ar¬ 
gentine com acreage smaller than ex¬ 
pectations; . reduction in proposed 
Russian grain sowings; continued 
drought in the U.S. hard winter wheat 
belt.

BROADCASTING 

One of the much discussed questions of the day revojyeB 
round the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation vt(a its 
service to the contributing-public. 

One viewpoint is that the Canadian Broadcasting Corpor¬ 
ation in bringing advertising programs from United States 
to Canada, is entering an advertising field, to the detri¬ 
ment of press advertising and privately-owned stations. 
However, the revenue derived from carrying these pro¬ 
grams is shared with the private stations which re-broad¬ 
cast the programs. 

It is. no doubt true that the radio advertising has cut into 
newspaper advertising. But the relative merit of the 
spoken word and the printed word hats not yet been decis¬ 
ively determined. It would seem that the two mediums 
augment each other. It is possible to estimate with a fair 
Jegre.e of accuracy the returns from press advertising. The 
reader is usually in a more receptive mood than the invol¬ 
untary or unwilling listener. He is not compelled to read 
the praises of any particular product, or the values offered, 
and for that reason is the more ready to read them. In list¬ 
ening to a radio program, he is out purely for entertain¬ 
ment, and is very often apt to feel irritation at the “breaks” 
in the program reserved for the advertising. It must be 
very difficult to make any accurate estimate of advertising 
value by way jof the radio. ‘Many people follow certain 
programs without any clear Idea of whom the sponsors 
may be. 

It is true that there may be. some criticism of the C.B.C. 
for entering a form of competition with private industry. 
But it is difficult to support those who oppose the broad¬ 
casting of the American programs on any patriotic ground. 
As a matter of fact, the American programs broadcast over 
C.B.C. are those which Canadian listeners are seeking. They 
would get them from American stations under any circum¬ 
stances, but it is much more satisfactory to hear them ovsi 
the Canadian stations.-yAfter all, these programs are ex¬ 
cellent and have great entertainment value. The Corpora¬ 
tion gets $250,000 from this advertising, and the private 
stations share. A number of the companies providing these 
programs have plants in Canada, and all these goods ore 
sold in Canada. 

In addition the C.B.C. has developed some excellent," all- 
Canadian features and has arranged for the interchange of 
some of these with leading Broadcasting Corporations of 
United States. All this tends toward a better understand¬ 
ing between the neighboring countries. 

To face the facts, Canadians enjoy and are determined 
to get, the humor, drama and music which this country can¬ 
not seem to provide as yet within its own borders. Why 
should listeners not have the pleasure of the talent of a 
neighboring country. 

-TAXATION 

In discussing the field of taxation and the methods of 
taxation, Harold Manning, president of the Property Own¬ 
ers’ Association, Toronto, declared that home-huilding is 
being retarded because of the heavy burden of taxation on 
real estate. He advocated that the existing system of real 
estate taxation on assessed value of land be changed to 
that which is followed by England and other British do-

minions. 

“Pur system," he said, “is based on the fallacy that land 
should be assessed for capital value and held as a pledge 
for the payment of taxation. English taxation is on those 
who occupy the lands, and is based not on capital value, but 
an annual occupancy value. Where there is no occupancy, 
there is no taxation. Under our system it is the unfortun¬ 
ate individual who owns the property, who has to pay tin 
tax.” 

Mr. Manning also advocated that the cost of education, 
hospitalization, mothers’ allowances, unemployment relief, 
similar social services, should be transferred from real 
property to other sources of revenue. 

Real property undoubtedly has to carry more than its 
just share of taxation. But to arrive at an equitable dis¬ 
tribution is a problem. On the one side, it is sometimes ar¬ 
gued that such services as education and hospitalization 
have no value to real property. But this is exposed as a fal¬ 
lacy in any consideration of schools. Property values in a 
city are influenced by the presence of educational facilities, 
is well as by other services whieh are regarded as “special” 
such as hospitalization, police and fire protection, etc. 

Although there seems no doubt that real estate is over¬ 
taxed, to the great discouragement of home-building and 
improvements, it is likely that under any distribution it 
would be called upon for the major share of taxation.

When Dr. Ross, head of the Young Employment scheme 
for Alberta, spoke in this town not long ago, he gave light 
on the concept of the plan. The various training units are 
concerned quite as much in learning the aptitude of the In¬ 
dividual as in preparing him for a job. The idea is not to 
seize upon a student and immediately teach her to sew fine 
seams, so that she will emerge in a few weeks or months as 
a seamstress, qualified to take some junior position. But ra¬ 
ther to study the individual, present some variety of choice, 
and observe the growing facility along some specific line, 
After that it is a matter of development in a phase of work 
which has a natural appeal. It seems that-it is not so diffi¬ 
cult to secure occupational openings for the students, ns to 
learn the line to whi^h they are best adapted. An instance 
was given in a youth, selected from a class of unemployeds 
(in fact regarded almost as unemployable). This young 
nan before long showed suen an aptitude for making and 
manipulating small infinitely delicate instruments with 
commonplace material, that he was apprenticed to a jewel¬ 
ler and is expected to become a decided success in repair 
work. 

In the course of a year or three years it is possible that 
opportunities may be presented to hundreds of youths, by 
which they may discover a type of work which they enjoy 
and for which they are fitted. The same plan of adaptation 
may gradually influence the whole realm of preparatory 
education. 

It has often been said that man has developed infinitely 
farther in the study of the physical world, than in the ex¬ 
ploration of the mind. Development and invention in scien¬ 
tific and mechanical fields have reached a high degree of 
efficiency.But there has been no attempt to discover the dor 
mant ability of human beings, and develop that ability for 
the greater happiness of the individual and the greater 
benefit of society. - .

Responsibility 
In Drought Relief 

Opposition Pressing for De¬ 
partmental Action to Relieve 
Feed and Fodder Needs 

Quite a flurry was raised in Edmon¬ 
ton over the week end, as a result of 
Hon. D. B. Mullen’s assertion that he 
had sought to reach Hon. J. G. Oard- 
inder, federal minister of agriculture, 
by letter and phone, and could obtain 
no interview while the latter was in 
Edmonton. 

Whether Mr. Mullen did or did*kot 
make this effort is not as importanKas 
what he is doing in regard to feed and 
fodder relief for drought areas. Mr. 
Gardiner claims that he was in Ed¬ 
monton for 14 hours and received no 
communication from Mr. Mullen. Mr. 
Mullen had previously cast the blame 
for lack of adequate feed relief on the 
Dominion department saying “Alber¬ 
ta stock is dying just because people 
opposed to this government want to 
play politics.”

area that the Dominion was not insist¬ 
ing on hard and fast rules being lol- 
lowed in giving adequate feed relief 
within reason under present agree¬ 
ment. Extra feed can be given by the 
i province as is done in Saskatchewan. 
The Dominion will match the feed re¬ 
lief of the province, dollar for dollar, 

I and will assist the provincial -govern¬ 
ment to obtain a loan for their share 
| from the Dominion. 

This interview was submitted to Dr. 
Cross and Mr. Mullen by the Hanna 
representatives, and Mr. Mullen 
agreed to give out extra relief. 

Cattle have been in very serious 
condition in eastern parts of Alberta, 
and there has been criticism of the in¬ 
adequacy of feed. In reply to reports 
that Saskatchewan farmers were get¬ 
ting twice as much relief as Alberta, 
Mr. Gardiner stated that if Saskatch¬ 
ewan government was doing anything 
for the farmers that Alberta could not 
do, under the agreement, Saskatche¬ 
wan government was paying for it. 
The agreements were identical. 

A motion came before the house on. 
Tuesday, introduced by E. L. Gray, 
censuring the department of agricul¬ 
ture for its failure to cope with the 
drought relief situation through co¬ 
operation with the Dominion depart- 
ment, and urging that steps be taken 
to provide adequate supplies of feed 
and fodder immediately in localities of 
greatest need. 

In urging the importance of bring¬ 
ing this motion before the house, Mr. 
Gray was supported by 18 others. 


British Minister 
Defends Action 

In addressing the British people 
°rime Minister Chamberlain defended 
‘vis acceptance of Anthony Eden’s res¬ 
ignation. 

"I have never been more completely 
•onvinced of the rightness of any 
•ourse I have taken than the rightness 
if the course the cabinet took,” the 
Prime Minister to-.d the House. “What 
we are seeking is general appease- 
nent. The peace of Europe must de¬ 
end upon the attitude of the four 
major powers — France, Germany, 
taly and Great Britain.” 

A st ange light was thrown on Mr. 
'den’s resignation as the Prime Min¬ 
ster disclosed the Italian ambassador 
•eceived word Sunday morning his 
Tovernment would make concessions 
'•y withdrawing volunteers from Spain 

The Foreign Secretary had held out 
for this part of any Anglo-Italian 
agreement. He was not aware of 
’’orne’s concessions wh<-n he resigned 
; un lay night. Mr. Chamberlain re- 
e ved the news from the ambassador 
Monday morning. 

Mr. Eden in his statement said: 

“I do not believe we can make pro¬ 
gress in European appeasement ... if 
we allow the impression to gain cur¬ 
rency abroad that we yield to constant 
pressure.” 

He recalled that almost immediate¬ 
ly after the signing of the Anglo-Ital- 
'an gentleman's agreement in January 
1937, Italy had sent Italian troops to 
Ight with the Insurgents In Spain, 
and throughout the world anti-British 
propaganda sponsored in Rome was 
“rife.” , 

In defending the course he had tak¬ 
en, Prime Minister Chamberlain de¬ 
nied he was yielding to threats, for 
none had been made and used the 
word "vendetta”—which Mr. Eden 
several months ago said did not exist 
in the English vocabulary—In warning 1
